lacy of the first, and a little observation 


of present methods of sprinkling, will 


show the fallacy of the second 
reason.

T h e r e 
is probably 
twice or three 


times tjie business done on these three 


blocks than

four times between 8 and 9 a. m., once 


at 5 and once at 6 p. m., leaving 
nine 


dry business days with no watering. 


O n five days of j h e 
month we had 


very high 
1 winds. 
One of these, the 


21st, sprinkling 
was done at 5 p. m., 


after 
the 
wind 
had abated; one, the 


15th, was Sunday, and 
on 
the 
other 


three there was no sprinkling at all. 


Street 
sprinkling, when 
applied as 


sparingly as ours, in the 
morning 
or 


evening, is absolutely valueless so lar 


as damage or discomfort 
from dust is 


concerned. 
All through the middle ol 


the day when the wind blows, if it ever 


does, the streets are as dry as though 


never watered.

is 
a 
well-known 


fact, proved in 
many cities by careful 


experiment, 
that 
macadam* will 
last 


much longer dry than wet.
